IT LEGALIZED. 


There is a difference 
of opinion 


amonu the gold standard men as to the 
necessity of legalizing the existing 
system. Some of the leaders, among 
them ex-President Harrison, hold that 
a project friendly to silver could put 
tbe country practically on a bimetallic 
standard unless guaranteed by fur- 
ther congressional Ibg'Blation, 


The New York Journal of Commerce 


shares this alarm, and loudly oalls 
upon the Republican pnrty to fulfill 
Us pledges to the latter and place the 
country beyond the power of BryaD, 
in the event of his election tn tbe pres- 
idency, to change its financial system. 
It says: "In affirming the single gold 
standard, therefore, the law would 
merely recognize an existing feot; it 
would make no change in commercial 
usage; it would make no alteration in 
prices and valuer and 
obligations. 


Bat with the law ;is it stands, an ad- 
ministration favorable to cbeap money, 
or timid about employing tbe means of 
maintaining the 
status quo, could 


easily substitute the long obsolete sil- 
ver standard, and throw all commerce 
into chaos by upsetting every value and 
changing the obligation of every con- 
tract. There is a pressing need for 
legislation on this point, and party in- 
terest us well as political principle
